el Scriptures teach it? Our boast bas ever been, “Give us a 
‘Tous saith the Lord,’ and we will oe: Therefore, if the Scriptures teach 
systematic gividy, we must practice it. Then what saith the Scriptures? If 
we go the Old Testament for light, we find that God positively commanded 
his people, priests and all, to give one-tenth of all they made. (See Lev. 27.) 
And if we go to fe New Testament for information we will find that we are 
commanded to give liberally, cheerfully, and on the first day of every week 
as God prospersias. [See 1 Cor, 16:2.) Therefore, the question is scripturally 
settled: we pust give systematically or disobey our Father's directions. Let 
us remember tHat, and stand »y our motto. A little study will belp us to 
see the grest d¢vantages of fymenene giving. First, it. will continually 
replenish the treasury. Second, it will enable us to give with ease to the 
Lord's work, ird, it will bring into the treasury much more than any other 
plan. We talk of being poor, and of ees poor churches. Did you know that 
if each member df the Baptist churches of Mississippi would just pay 5 cents 
a month for missions that it Would put into the treasuries of churches for mis- 
sions $57,576 peti year, and leave out 10,000. Baptists as too poor to even give 
that mach, Thelvery poorest, if not sick, ought to give that mach. None so 
poor that they capnot give 6 cents a month, while there are numbers that are 
able to give 8, agd many do, but instead of 5 cents apiece per month we av«r- 
age only a little more than one-fourth that amount. Think of it, brethren, and 
let ms come to thé Bible rule of systematic giving. Ifthere is any one point on 
which God has given explicit directions it is, “Let every one of you lay by him 

in store on the.figst day of the week xs God bath prospered him."

When 
a subject has been taken up and a reasonable time allowed for 
its disenssion, the Moderator shall take the vote by yeas and 
nays, and if a eall for a division be made, it shall be decided by 
members rising. 

_ 5. Any member being desirous to speak shall rise aud 
address the Moderator. Only one member shall be allowed to 
speak at a time, who shall not be interrapted while speaking, 
unless he departs from the subject, or makes personal reflections. 

6. No —— shall speak more than once on.the same sab- 
ject until all who wish to speak shall have had an opportunity; 
not more than twice upon any subject without permission.

ded before ahother is offered, un!ess it be laid over, on motion, 
with the consent of the mover of the resolution. 

8. The ‘association shall, in all cases, be governed py a 
majority of the members present, except in the receptiqn of 
churches, then a unanimous vote shall be required. But in 
vo case shall one member or church prevent the reception of a 
church without satficient cause shown, which shall be determ- 
ined by a mbjority. 

9, The pames of the members shall be called whenever the 
asaociation ghall direct, and the absentees marked. Any mem- 
ber wishing to retire shall obtain permission of the Moderator. 

10. Thejappellation of Brother shall be used by the mem- 
bers in addressing each other. 

11. Any member violating these rules shall be subject to 
be reproved Iby the Moderator, but only on the day the breach 
shall have been made. 

12. Amendments or alterations may be made to these rules 
when a majority may deem it necessary.

COVENANT. 
Adopted in 1860 at the formation of the Association, after- 
ratified by the Charches. } 

ARTICLE 1. We, as independent Churches of Jesus Cbrist, 
do mutually covenant to unite our efforts and influence for the 
advancement of the cause of Christ, onder the title of the 
Tishomingo Baptist Association. 

2. We agree to hold annual meetings, to be composed of 
delegates chosen by the respective churches, bearing letters, to 
be read at the opening of the meeting, showing their appoint- 
ment, and also showing the number received by baptism, by 
letter, by restoration; dismissed by letter, excloded or dead, to- 
gether with the whole namber of fellowship. Also, average 
number of Sanday School pupils and number of conversions, 
amounts contributed to Associational Missions, State Missions, 
Foreign and Home Missions, Ministerial Education, Support of 
Pastors, Charch Expenses, Church Improvements and total 
expended, and valuation of charch property. 

3. We agree that every charch on TE ‘to this body 
shall be entitled to three delegates antil they number one hun- 
dred members, then one for every fifty above that number. 

4. When any chorch shall fail to communicate with this 
body for three consecutive meetin it shall be considered as 

_ having withdrawn from us, and will be dropped from the min- 
ates anless two or more members request its continuance, and 
will also engage to inquire into its standing and report at the 

Bweext annoal meeting. 
) 5. Other churches may be admitted into this union by sig- 
fying their wish by letter and delegates, provided they be 
deemed scriptural. 

6. We will elect a Moderator and a Olerk by ballot, at each 
annual meeting, as soon as the letters from the churches are 
read and the members’ names enrolled; letters from petitioning 
churches being received, that their delegates may also have the 
privilege of voting.

Report on Home Missions. 


Home Missions mean vastly more to us than the welfare of my, or 
our immediate community When we consider the wide, and ever 
widening field committed to the Home Mission Board of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, we have mapped out a vast territory of land, and 
nereasing millions of people who spend their probation in this field 
and are hastened away to their spiritual destinies. These millions are 
our native people, supplemented by foreigners from the nations of the 
world. All need “the water of life” to save them from that land: where 
rich men beg for the finger dipped in water, to cool their tongue. 

The work of the Home Mission Board during the conventional 
ear of 1899 and 1900, in its various phases, each of which Is import 
ant. involved the support of 671 missionaries in whole or in part, who 
rendered 16,919 weeks of labor. Number of preaching places occupied, 


2168. The results reported were 5,696 persons baptized, 6,255 other- 
wise added to the Baptist Churches of this territory. New churches 
established, 195. and 71 houses of worship were built and 63 repaired. 


\lso 689 Sunday Schools organized, into which were gathered 24,675

Many of the unfavorable comments come from brethren who de- 
nounce infallibility in the pope, yet demand it of board secretaries. 

Our fathers established the admirable system of our organized 
methods, which has brought unto us such wonderful growth, the num- 
bers and influence in connection with the churches, associations, and 
converttions. Let it not be forgotten that it was through the aid of the 
H. M. B. of the S. B. convention that the churches in many, and per- 
haps the most influential centers of interest, were sustained in their 
beginning or some in subsequent trying period. For the sake of many 
other undeveloped centers of influence, and new ones constantly form- 
ing, let us with one voice and with a helpful hand join the appeal to 
continue this system. Very many of the places have, under providenve 
of God, not only grown beyond the necessity of aid, but are now the 
most liberal contributors to the board. 

Our frontier lines need to be adjusted by our gospel. The African 
race, whose lot is cast with us, is a strong factor in the present, and 
their future good depends upon how the “white man” bears this 

“burden.” If the gospel shall guide this bearing good shall result to 
us and them.

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There are yet many Indians unsaved. The white man took their 
earthly home, shall he not at least go tell the remnant of the Heavenly 
Home. 

In these days has been given to our ‘Home Mission work, the spirit- 
ual interests of Cuba. The cry is, “Come over and help us.” The In- 
dian Territory, Oklahoma, New Mexico and many places of our own 
Southern States call for the helping and giving hand of Home Missions. 
From every field in the \domain which God has given to us come calls 
pressing as never before, which can not be met save by largely in- 
creased gifts to this work. This seems easily. possible, if the needs of 
this work could be properly presented to all of our people. It was re- 
ported by the Home. Mission Board in the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion of 1900, the following distressing statement: “It is safe to say 
that, after these more than fifty years, not half of all the churches have 
been reached by the convention, and hardly one in ten of all the mem- 
bers gives one pent toward this sacred effort for the propagation of the 
gospel.” This being true, our meagre contributions can be accounted 
for by a want of knowledge on, the part.of our people, rather than for 
lack of means in their hands. 

Can we, as an Association of Missionary Baptists, give the needed 
information to every member of every church of the Tishomingo Baptist 
Association. This seems feasible. The active attendance of the messea- 
gers of the churches in this annual meeting, the pious deacons, whose 
right it is to “purchase to themselves a good degree, and great boldness 
in the faith which is in Christ, Jesus,” the zealous pastors, whose duty 
it is to take heed unto themselves and all the flock over which they 
have been made overseers, both to fped and to lead in paths of service, 
seems a sufficient solution of this question. These messengers, these 
deacons, these pastors, reinforced by other willing ones, both men and 
women in the|churches, surely. can give the needed information and 
secure the needed aid, “remembering that it is the Lord, thy God, that 
giveth thee power to get wealth, that he may establish his covenant.” 
“Go ye into all the world.” How can the “ye” go unless they be sent. 
How can they /be sent without the means to go? How ‘can the means 
“to go” be available unless contributed by the individual members? 

It is recommended therefore, that this Association urge these sev- 
— factors of}power to much diligence in eliciting contributions from 
all. 

It is also recommended that the Association heartily expresses its 
confidence in the Christly spirit and sincere labors of our brethren of 
the Home Misgion Board of the Southern Baptist Convention, assuring 
them of our co-operation in their most important work. 

May the viour, the guide of all saints, give willing minds and 
ready hands to} His people.

Baptist Orphanage. 

Report of Committee on Baptist Orphanage: 

This Orphanage is located in the city of Jackson, incorporated in 
1894: owns 112 acres of land and is controlled by a Board of Trustees, 
with Brother L. S. Foster as Superintendent. It has no endowment, 
and is dependent for maintenance on donations. The present buildings 
accommodate about fifty children, and they are full to overflowing, and 
many applications being made that have to be turned away. When 
good homes, by adoption or otherwise, can be secured, they are given 
children to fill them. Forty-five have left the Orphanage, many being 
placed with families desiring them. On June 1 the Home was caring 
for fifty-one. A three-story brick building is in course of erection. 
Brother Foster writes under date of August 24, that the walls are 
finished and the roof going on. It will cost, furnished, $11,000, and 
will accommodate 150 children. The contractor hopes to have it finish- 
ed by October Ist. This will meet a pressing want, but money is need- 
ed to pay it out. The Baptist convention at McComb City in July, 
pledged $6,000 for this purpose; the property is unincumbered. 
: The great necessity for water has been met by having a deep well 
sored, which furnishes good water in abundance. The total value of 
the property, not including the three-story brick building, as estimated 
by the Superintendent on June 1, 1901, is $18,000. 


ne There has been only four deaths among the children since the open- 
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The Orphapage is a monument of which the Baptists of Mississippi 
should be proud. The good and beneficial results that will come from 
it are beyond eftimation; it has passed though the critical period—and 
it needs nothing but faith in God, generous and cheerful donations and 
hearty amens t) make it an institution of great and lasting good.

' Foreign Missions. 

The work in Foreign Missions, this last year, has been very gratify- 
ing indeed. Despite the many drawbacks in some fields, the Lord’s 
hand has wrought migutily. At present in China, there seems to be a 
reaction in favor of the missionaries, and we yet hope for great things 
in that sleepy empire. A great revival is now sweeping over Japan— 
the wide-awake empire of the far-off seas. 

Our Foreign Board, located at Riehmond, Va., is doing as most 
know, work in six foreign countries. Of these three are Pagan Fields 
—Japan, China and Africa, and three are Papal Fields—Mexico, Italy 
and Brazil. The Board, this last conventional year, raised for the 
work $156,083.33. Of this amount Mississippi gave $9,039.15, thus stand- 
ing eighth in the line of contributors. We give you a table of the work 
done in these six flelds:

Letter from E. Z. Simmons. 
Macao, July 27, 1901. 
Re VW. Z. Derrick 

My Dear Brother and Pastor—I have put off writing to the Ass 
ciation so 1ong that it may not get there in time, so I send it to you and 
you can pass it-around if it does not get there in time. 

The political matters here are gradually adjusting themselves, and 
oppertunities for preaching the gospel to the people were never better. 
The great question with us here is, and should be with you, how can 
we meet these opportunities aright? The five chapels of our mission 
that were wrecked last year by mobs have all been rebuilt and are bet- 
ter than they were before they were torn down, The money has been 
furnished by Chinese officials. In some cases we have had to add some- 
thing to have these buildings just as they are needed, but no mission 
money has been used. I have had charge of all this rebuilding, and 
with other work have been kept very busy. While at home I was often 
asked if the Chinese did not become Christians to better their worldly 
condition? And whether they made good, trustworthy Christians or 
not? And I often saw in papers and heard it said that “missionaries 
lived in fine brick houses and had a good time, and received biz 
salaries.” 1 don’t believe I have ever seen a foreign missionary that 
would continue his work if the salary was the inducement. The events 
of last year answer the question whether they have a good time. One 
hundred and eignty-six men, women and children were killed in China 
for the privilege of having a good time preaching the gospel to the 
Chinese. And there are several times that number that are ready to 
lay down their lives for the same purpose. And as to whether the 
Chinese make good Christians: between four and five thousand Protes- 
tant Chinese Christians sealed their faith by their blood last year. And

some ten thousand Cathoiic Christians were killed. And I believe there 
are ten times as many more that would die for Christ rather than 
deny the faith. The question is not whether we on this side are will- 
ing to die for the gospel; but whether you, as churches, will live if you 
do not give the gospel to those that have it not. There is no use for 
churches but to carry on the work of salvation. This is what Christ 
died for; this is what the churches were organized for, if they were 
organized accoraing to the gospel plan. I am afraid that some of the 
churches and moré of the members of our beloved Tishomingo Associa- 
tion are “living at a poor dying rate.” Brethren, ain’t it possible for 
eyery church in the Association, and for every member of every church 
to do something for missions, something for carrying out the com- 


mission? H 

Brethren, | am writing plainly because Christ is not obeyed and 
men are dying without a knowledge of the plan of salvation. May God 
help us to do our auty. ‘ 

Our work was never more encouraging than now.* We need 
money to print} Bibles and tracts. We need money for every 
department of our work. We need men and women to help 
us in the work. if you haven't much money, many of you have 
this work. Some of you give yourselves to the work. 

Somewhat over 140 have been baptized since the first of the year, 
and there has been much persecution. This is always a sign of progress. 
What are soldiers for but to fight? 

We go back to Canton next week. We have been here resting for 
three weeks to gain strength for another year’s work, if it is the Lord's 
will; Pray for us and our work. Wife joins me in Christian love to 
you all. The Lord's richest blessings be upon the pastors, the churches 
and the members of the Tishomingo Association. I am,

We note with sadness that many churches report no pastor's salary, 
even where they have a.large membership. This is a sad condition, for 
we believe that our pastors should receive a liberal salary. 

We notice many churches are in a condition of spiritual lethargy; 
no contributions to the cause of missions, no Sunday School, no prayer 
meeting, no young people's society, no pastor’s salary. There needs to 
be a genera] awakeping all along the line. ‘ 

There are a number of churches in our bounds without pastors. This 
is not an encouraging condition of religious growth and strength. 

We earnestly irge upon the Messengers to this Association to be 
more zealous in looking after these details of the work, and that next 
year we may haye]good reports from every church. Let us have more 
spirituality, more of the religion of Christ. We again want to recom- 
mend that each church report to the Association its religious growth 
and spiritual condition.

May its future usefulness be 
even greater than the past, for we need the influence .»f those Godly 
men who are trained there in the deep things of the Bible. 

Blue Mountain Female College is an institution worthy of our most 
hearty support. This is the place for our young ladies; heed the invita- 
tion and prepare for life. The Southwestern Baptist University at 
Jackson, Tenn., is worthy of mention, from the simple fact its presi- 
dent, Dr. G..M. savage, is a son of our Association.

State Missions. 


We have abundant reason to rejoice and praise God, because of the 
manifest presence of God with us in our State Mission work, as also in 
all our work. We have had the most prosperous year in our State 
Mission work in the history of our Convention. More money was given 
to the cause and more substantial progress made in all lines of our 
work posstbly, than any single year previous. This should be especially 
gratifying to us as the beginning of a new century. 

The contributions to this work amounted to about $10,500.00, but 
$1,400.00 of this amount went on the payment of the debt on the Jack- 
son Church. For this reason only about $9,000.00 went te our mission- 
aries. We rejoice greatly to report this Jackson Church debt all paid 
off. so that we can now turn all our contributions for State Missions to 
the spread of the gospel in our State. Because of having to pay this 
debt we lacked $577.70 of being able to pay all due the missionaries, 
but we rejoice to report that there was raised on the floor of the Con- 
vention $675.00, which paid off this debt and left nearly $100.00 in the 
treasury. 

From all the fields North, South, Central and the Yazoo and Miss- 
issippi Valiey, the reports are very fine. We may take one word, which 
writes the history of the year’s work, progress. For statistics and full 
information we refer the reader to the report in Convention Minutes, 
page 51. (Number baptized last year, 341.) 

We mention two recommendations in report in Convention 
Minutes First, that the Convention instruct the Board of Missions 
to lay out work for the next conventional year on a basis of not less 
than $13,500, which will be an increase of 25 per cent. over last year. 
Second, “That we pledge ourselves to make an earnest effort to supply 
tae Board with this amount of money for this cause.” 

With the growth in population and prosperity in our State, this 
cause appeals to us more strongly than before. Therefore, we, as your 
committee, ask the Association to accept these recommendations, and 
do our part toward raising this increase of 25 per cent. We need, as 
an Association, to co-operate more fully with the State Board than we 
do.

Rules of Order. 


Arricte 1. The Association shall be opened with prayer. 

® The Moderator shall be considered the Judge of Order, but any 
member not satisfied with his decision, may appeal, provided the appeal 
be made on the same day, but at no subsequent time. 

3. The Moderator shall be entitled to the same privilege of speaking 
as members, but not to vote, unless his vote be necessary to decide a 
es If he arises to speak he shall call some other brother to the 
‘hair. 

4. All questions brought before the Association shall be introduced 
by motion, and if seconded shall be opened for discussion, unless with- 
drawn by the mover or his second. When a subject has been taken up 
and a reasonable time allowed for its discussion the Moderator shall 
take the vote by yeas and nays, and if a call for a division be made it 
shall be decided by members rising. 


eee ps 
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5. Any member being desirous to speak shall rise and address the 
Moderator. Only one member shall be ailowed to speak at a time, who 
shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless he departs from the 
subject, or makes personal reflections. 

6. No person shail speak more than once on the same subject until 
all who wish to speak shall have had an opportunity; not more than 
twice upon any subject without permission. 

7. Every question introduced for discussion shall be decided before 
another is offered, unless it be laid over, on motion, with the consent of 
the mover of the resolution. 

8. The Association shall in all cases be governed by @ majority of 
the members present, except in the reception of churches, then a unan- 
jmous vote shall be required. But in no case shall one member or 
church prevent the reception of a church without sufficient cause shown, 
which shall be determined by a majority. 

9. The names of the members shall be called whenever the Associa- 
tion shall direct, and the absentees marked. Any member wishing to 
retire shall obtain permission of the Moderator. 

10. The appellation of Brother shall be used by the members in ad- 
dressing each other. 

11. Any member violating these rules shall be subject to be reported 
by the Moderator, but only on the day the breach shall have been made. 

12. Amendments or alterations may be made to these rules, when 
a majority may deem it necessary. 


Abstract of Faith. 


Arricie 1. We believe in the only living and true God—the Father, 
Son and Holy Ghost, and these three are one. 

2. We believe the Bible to be the Word of God, and it is our only 
rule of faith and practice. 

3. We believe in the total depravity of human nature, and that man 
is dead in trespass and sin. F 

4. We beiieve that salvation is the gift of God by grace, through 
faith in our Lord Jesus Christ, and that sinners are justified in the 
sight 6f God alone by the imputed righteousness of Jesus Christ, and 
which is unto all and with all them that believe. 

5. We believe in the doctrine of Election: that God has, from the 
beginning, chosen us to salvation through sanctification of the Spirit 
and belief of the Truth. 

6. We believe tnat tue Holy Spirit acéompanies the Word of God 
in the salvation of man, in answer to the prayers of Christians. 

7. We believe in the final perseverance of the Saints, and that ail 
who truly believe shall be eternally saved. 

8. We believe that baptism is immersion alone, and that none buty 
true believers are proper subjects of the ordinancé; and that none 
regularly baptized and ordained ministers have a right to administ 
it, and that it is a prerequisite to the Lord’s Supper, and all who com! 
to the Lord’s table must come according to the Lord’s word. 

9. We believe that a Gospel Church is a body of true believers in 
Christ, who have been regularly baptized, upon & profession of their 
Faith in Him, and that there are but two officers in a church, viz: the 
Elder or Pastor, and Deacon. . 

10. We believe it to be the duty of each church to extend and circu- 
late the Word of God as far as their means will enable them. 

11. We believe in the resurrection of all men and in a future and 
general judgment; and that the happiness of the righteous and the pun- 
ishment ot the wicked shall be eternal. 


Covenant. 

{Adopted in 1860 at the formation of the Association, afterwards 
ratified by the Churches.} 

ARTICLE 1, We, as independent Churches of Jesus Christ, do mutual- 
ly covenant to unite our efforts and influence for the advancement of 
oe cause of Christ, under the title of the Tishomingo Baptist Associa- 

on, 
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2 We agree to hold annual meetings, to be composed of delegates 
chosen by the respective churches, bearing letters, to be read at the 
opening or the meeung, showing their appointment, and also showing 
the number received by baptism, by letter, by restoration; dismissed by 
letter, excluded or dead, together with the whole number of fellowship. 
Also. average number of Sunday School pupils and number of con- 
versions. amounts contriouceu to Associational Missions, State Missions, 
Foreign and Home Missions, Ministerial Education, Support of Pastors, 
Church Expenses, Church Improvements and total expended, and valu- 
ation of church property. 

3 We agree that every church belonging to this body shall be 
entitied to three delegates until they number one hundred members, 
then one for every fifty above that number 

{. When any chureh shall fail to communicate with this body for 
three consecutive meetings, it shall be considered as having withdrawn 
from us. and will be dropped from the minutes unless two or more 
members request its continuance, and will also engage to inquire into 
its standing and report at the next annual meeting. 

5. Other churches may be admitted into this union by signifying 
their wish by letter and delegates provided they be deemed scriptural. 

» We wili elect a Moderator and a Clerk by ballot at each annual 
meeting as soon as the letters from the churches are read and the 
members’ named enrolled; letters from petitioning churches being re- 

that their delegates. may also have the privilege SS ee 

7 We disclaim the right to adopt rules that can, at*‘any time, in- 
fringe on the independence and rights of the churches. We may, how- 
ever. advise churches when they request it, and will withdraw from 
such as’become heretical in doctrine and disorderly in discipline.

ASSOCIATIONAL MISSIONS. 


By thisis meant the strengthening and extending of the 
work of our Lord within tye bounds, or territory of country oc- 
cupied and claimed by the churches composing the Tishomingo 
Baptist Association. 

This to us is Home Miasions in the strictest sense as our 
homes with all of their epiritual interests are included. All teach- 
ings of missions must begin and end with home missions: for it 
ix written, “and ye shall be witnesses unto me, both in Jerusalem 
and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth,” “and then shall the end come” and the witnesses 
shail come tothe heavenly home. Home missions is the eye by 
which we see the need and way of missions to the uttermost part 
of the earth. 

Home Missions should be taught with careful emphasis in 
the Christian homes, and by tne local churches, for home missions 
is ever the beginning, the freshness of the Gospel mission to all 
the world. Our fathers wisely divided the territory by metes 
and bounds, which was to be occupied by the churches, and un- 
to the Tishomingo Association has fallen the territory of Pren- 
ties and Alcorn counties, with the greater part of Tishomingo 
ofanty and part of Tippah, which counties arein Miss. Tot 1is 
igadded the territory of Chewalla, Tenn. This report recum- 

mends that the Association instructs the Ex. Board to furnish 
each local church with information as to both the extent and 
needs of this field; and that this information be placed upon a 
ma} made of durable material, showing the location of each of 
the churches and exhibiting the field of destitution, and that the 
churches be presented, each with a map. Let the expenses be 
provided for out of the associational funds. Let not missions 
“perish for lack of knowledge. 

Your:committee also invite the attention of the Association 
to other matters about which the willof the Association should 
be consulted — First. Is it desirable that the Ex. Board should 
co-operaté. with the Con. Board of the Mississippi Baptist State 
Convention and be separate in its operations?—Second. Shall the 
Ex Board employ-a missionary or missionaries for all the year, 

- oremploy as many as the means at the disposal of the Board will 
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justify, to hold protracted meetings in the summer months? A 
decision of these questions would greatly satisty the members of 
the Ex. Board, who areeven willing to execute the will of the 
brotherhood. 

There is great need of the occupancy of the field entrusted 
to the Tishomingo Association, by men whose creed is the Bible 


whose rule of faith is the Bible; whose proclamation is the Gospel 


of Salvation and redemption. 


In thia field blows almost “every wind of doctrine.” Works 
are held forth as the procuring means ot salvation, rather thao 
declarative: Profession is called conversion: Zeal is taken for 
piety: Spiritual blindness or deception for sinlessness: Men who 
deny immersion as Bible Baptism, yet in the name of the Father 
Son and Holy Ghost, perform it!!!

It isa significant fact tnat out of every one 
hundred who unite with the church, eighty are ‘rom the Sunday 
school The Sunday-achool is a department of the church and 
should have the prayerful support of every member of the church. 

We, your committee, call attention of the messengers and 
delegates 'o the fact that in our Association, twenty-nine church:s 
have no Sunday-schools; sixteen churches report Sunday-echool« 
and from these, there were forty-two baptized into the churches 
the past year In view of these facts, we most earnestly call the 
attention of our pastors and brethren to the great work of teach- 
ing God’s word to the children in our Sunday-schools, as & prep- 
aration for the preaching of Giod’s word by the minister, and tre 
salvation of young lives. 

We, your committee, recommend that a committee of five 
be appointed, whose business it shall be to study the ass wiation- 
al field and to co-operate with our State Sunday-echool Secretary 
and our Field Secretary, Dr. Spilman, of Nashville, for the ad- 
vancement of Sunday-schoo! interests in our Association, and 
for the organization of. Sunday-schools ia touse churches which 
now have none,

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 
‘ Your committee on Foreign Missions begs leave to report as 
tollows: 

That the last conventional year has been by far the most 
presperous in the history of our Foreign Mission work. 

There were during tle year nearly 1500 baptisms reported,— 
about 1000 the year before. The contributions to this work were 
larger by$17,000 than that of the previous year, which was$173.429 

There were twenty-six new missionaries sent out and others 
are under appointment. There are on foreign fields 115 mission- 
aries and 117 native assistants, makinga total of 286 Four 
years ago there were 74) During these four years there have been 
1634 baptisms. 

There are in nearly all the fields training schools for native 
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workers. Two each in China and Brazil, and one each in Africa, 
Italy and Mexico. There are alu two publication societies, one 
in China aud tue other in Brazil. 

‘ Re ports from miesionaries show glorious progress,” says the 
secretary of our Foreign Miesion Board. Dr. Willingbam says 
that he does not believe thatthe out-lock was ever so hopeful. 
In Brazil, especially, is the work prosperous, It is said that the 
progress of the cause is #0 = that the workers can hardly keep 
‘om with the advance. The missionaries there say they are 

usy and happy. There were in Brazil 150 baptisms in one 
month, 71 baptized at one place. One brother there says, “a 
hundred workers could be easily kept budy.” In the one State 
of Bohia, Soutn Chioa, reports 250 baptisms in six months. Dr. 
Graves says the out-look generally is promising. Wm. H. Sears 
of Pintu says, “I have never seen euch an awakening.” C. W. 
Prewitt says, “The work in China has gone forward since the war 
as never before.” Iu Italy there is steady progress,” says Dr. 
Wiilingham, and encouraging reports come from Africa, Japan 
and Mex:co, 

While we are profoundly greatful to God for this splendid 
showing of work on the part of our devoted missionaries, we must 
not furget that there is yet appalling destitution and the — 
work of evangelizing the world is largely unaccomplished. Two 
thirds of the earth’s inbabitants have never heard the gospel of 
Christ. God is calling us by His providence to larger eiforte. 
Opportunities for work are abundant, new fields are opening 
constantly and the obligation to occupy them is pressing upon us. 

These facts stand out before us: 

1. The heathen are lost without the gospel. 

2 The eospel is the power of God unto salvation. 

3. We have the gospel and we ought.to give is freely to 
them that bave it not. ' 

A day of reckoning is coming. ' yee: 
We appeal to the churches of the Tishomingo Association to 
give this question of Foreign Missions the attention it deserves.

BAPTISM PRIOR To 1641, 


_In as much as this Association, assembled at Baldwyn in 
1897, expressed her hearty disapproval of the manner in which 
Dr. W. H. Whitsitt’s New Discovery concerning English Bap- 
tisie prior to the year 1641, was made pubiic; and in as much as 
the Discovery has been shown to be no disc very, and his state- 
ments utterly without warrant by the findivgs of Dr. J.T. 
Christian, and eepecialy by the on of the book entitied 
“The Sum of Scripture,” translated by Simon Fish, an Anna- 
Baptist in the year 1529, from a Dutch anda French edition 
published in the year 1523: Therefore the Association assembled 
with theBaptist Church in the city of Corinth,Miss.in annual ses- 
sion in Sept. 1902, takes pleasure in givirg the following extract 
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from the above named book, towit “The Sum of Scripture” 

blished in London, Boe, in the year of our Lord 1539, show- 
ing the jncorrectness of Dr. Whittstt's assertion that English 
Baptiste did not dip priur to 1641 , wi 


EXTRACT. 


“The fondacion ofChristeadome is the faythe wh'che so fewe 
ple have perfectly. And yet alwayes we thinke al that we 
ve the very true faythe. Saint Pooul the worthi apostle doth 
exhorte us to no vertue so anvagy as unto the faythe. And he 
in al his epistles prayseth not ying so muche as the faythe: 
Therefor it must nedes be that it be a precious vertue for he wryt- 
eth not one epistle whiche is not full of faythe. We tak the 
faythe for the begynnynge of Christ’s lyfe, but truely he that hath 
‘ayt faythe the same hath onely bgone the Christe lyfe but 
ath fulfilled it. And this error comith because we knowe not 
what the faythe is nor what thynge a good christen ought to be- 
leve for to be saved, we thynke that when we be baptise! and 
we beleve that god is god that then we shall be saved As wryt- 
eth 8. Mark, saying ‘He that shall beleve and shall be ba tised 
shal be saved, but he that beleveth not shall be condemned.’ It 
is the trath but among a thousand there is not one that knoweth 
what thynge the baptisme hetokeneth nor what thynge he shal 
beleve. The water of baptieme taketh not away oure synne for 
then it behoved us dayly to wasshe us therein. Nether hath the 
water Of the fontaine more vertue in hitsylfe than the water that 
rynneth in the ryver Ryne, for we maye as well baptyse in Ryne 
as in the fount. 
Then when we be baptysed we betoken that we wyll dye 
wyth Chryst we betoken I say that we wy!l dye ‘as unto the lyfe 
as touching oure synnes and evyll concapiscences, and 
that, as saveth St. Paule we must walk ina newe lyfe. And 
therefore be we plonged under water, to thintent that by the man- 
er of spekinge we shuld be here deed and buryed, as wryeth St. 
Pau'e unto the Romayns Brethren, ye are buryed wyth ,Chryst 
by beptiame into deth. So that we shal not lyve after the lyfe 
of the world nor after the lyfe of the fleshe but we must lyve ae 
the chyldren of God.” ‘ . 
Thus we have both the manner and meaning of baptism as 
rreetised and taught by English Baptists in the early part of the 
ex enth century. ~ : 
It is etated that the author and translator of thigafter a life 
o land persecution was on the account of writing this book 
t ren into prison, when a brief time afterwards he died of the 
rlavue.

Report on Foreign Missions. 


It is gratifying to be able to report again this year ‘That the last 
conventional ‘year has been by far the most prosperous in the history 
of our Foreign Mission work.’’ Statistics of work: Baptized, 1,790; 
churches, 157; stations, 231; members in foreign churches, S. B. C., 
8.880: members in all foreign Baptist churches, about 203,000; mis” 
sionaries, 140; native helpers, 292; houses of worship, 90; Sunday 
schools, 120; S. S: students, 3,976; day schools, 62; day pupils, 1,350; 
mission churches contributed $15,375.82; contributed by Southern 
Baptist churches, $218,512.60; Mississippi gave $16,105.43. We have 
now 7 mission fields. Pagan fields—China, Japan and Africa. Pa- 
pal fields—Italy, Mexico, Brazil and Argentine Republic, our new field. 
Theological training schools have been established in China, Africa, 
Italy and Brazil These are doing a great work in training native 
helpers. There are two publication societies, one in China and the 
other in Brazil. Two hospitals have been established in China, erect- 
ed by special gifts. Last year Mississippi gave $16,105.43. This is 
an increase of $7,072.71 over the previous year. This year our State 
is asked for $8,000, and it is to be hoped that Tishomingo Association 
will help greatly in enabling Mississippi to come up with her part.
